Thousands of horses bnvo perished in tho 
pinnries of Michigan, Minnesota and \Yis. 
consin from this disease. 


The state veterinarians of these states 


have for a long time tried in vain to dis- 
cover the cause of It. Dr. Scott said: "I 
am satisfied this is where tho trouble lies. 
There is no cure for it. jS'othiug can bo 
done except to destroy tho loaf and roots.

Judge Arnold overruled the motions for 


postponement iu a very few words, and 
ordered tho trial to go on. 


Holmes' Counsel Withdraw. 


Just at this juncture a startling climax 


was reached, which resulted in tile with- 
drawal of Lawyers Shoemaker and Hotun 
from the ease, notwithstanding an injunc- 
tion from the court that they would be 
open to disbarment by taking such a step 
"on the eve of a murder trial." 
A still

when 


Holmes refused to accept tho services of 
Attorneys E. A. SchoJield and J. E,. Fahy, 
whom the court was about to appoint to 
defend him, and who, iu fact, had taken 
seats in the chairs vacated by Shoemaker 
and Rotan. Schotlcld anil Fahy also with- 
drew. 
Holmes himself pleaded to tho 


court for a postponement, but the judge 
declared that the caso must go on. 
Tho 


trial was resumed, Holmes conducting his 
own defense. 


The work of securing a jury was then 


taken up, and Holmes examined tho-tales- 
men himself. The jury was completed at 
1:45 o'clock, and then a recess was taken 
until 3 o'clock. 
When tho talesmen 


were being examined, Lawyer B. O. Moon 
appeared in court and had a whispered 
conference with the prisoner. 
At its eo,n- 


elusion Mr. Moon stated to tho court that 
he declined to enter into tho case on short 
notice, and Judge Arnold excused him. 
Holmes made another appeal to tho court 
for n postponement until today, but the 
judge decided against him, and said that 
as he (Holmes) had discharged his lawyers 
he must defend himself. 


Pleads Not Guilty. 


When Holmes pleaded not guilty to tho 


indictment he did so iu a firm voice, which 
was in keeping with his calm, demeanor 
throughout. 


After tho recess District Attornoy Gra- 


ham spoke for inio hour and twenty-flvo 
minutes, concluding at-4:40 o'clock. He 
then held a brief talk with tho judge, and 
it was therefore decided to adjourn court 
until today. When tills became known to 
Holmes, ho arose iu the dock and the last 
sensation of the day occurred. 


"May it ploase your honor," he began,

vented from betraying in jus face, "I am 
forced to iisk thiit certain -privileges be ac- 
corded mo in prison. They aro not very 
stensive privileges.

I shall also ask rlic privilcno of sending or 
having some one connected with the court 
sent to Fort Worth, Tex., for certain 
papers essential to .me—how essential I 
diet not know until I heard Mr. Graham's 
address this afternoon. Again, I ask that 
I bu furnished with a lift; of tho witnesses 
to bo called by the commonwealth."

increased labor earnings is then to the 
interest of at least 90 per cent of tho 
nation. In some form or other it would 
benefit everybody, because, boyond a 
certain point, wealth is tho euerjy of 
all positive joys, especially when not 
acquired through processes in accordance 
with divine law. 


The job implied in that conversion, 


or rather tho destruction of the monop- 
oly fund, can be accomplished through 
a reconstruction in public taxation. 
Mr. Louis F. Post haa recently and most 
vividly mentioned tho simplicity of the 
process in a speech to an audience of 
farmers in tho. state of New York. 
He 


said: "Yon would not think of setting 
traps all over n field to catch a ground- 
hog, 
bnt would place a trap at tho 


groundhog's hole. Place, then, :t trap 
tax at the plutocrat's hole (the laud) 
and catch him whether going in or out. 
You farmers want to catch tho pluto- 
crat, who is nothing but" tho groundhog 
of tho wholo industrial fabric, through 
many traps, many taxes, and he waxes 
fat on si multiplicity of taxes, bccr.nso 
they all can be shifted to the shoulders 
of the workers/" 


Well, what applies to the farmers is 


equally applicable to every honest work- 
er in all fields of industry, in all pro- 
fessions and arts, and to every useful 
occupation in tbo whole range of organ- 
ized society." Land is not only the seat 
of all homes, but also that of all human 
activities. 
Land controlled by the few 


through direct deeds or under the hid- 
den manipulations of interest bearing 
securities in any form whatever—that 
means all industry and commerce at the 
mercy of tho few, and eo all workers 
virtually the slaves of a set of landlords 
in open or underhand processes.

nois Steel company and kindred corpo- 
rations leaves -little more to be done to 
reach tho lowest depths of wage slave 
degradation in tho United States.

"dumb driven cattle,".is it not time 
for American workiugmeu to protest 
and resist to tho death, if required, to 
maintain their liberty and their man- 
hood, to rescue their homes from being 
numbered as stalls for cattle, . their 
wives from the degrading designation 
of "dams" and their children as the 
progeny of some sire known only by his 
tag and number? 
. If American, workingmen have not 
abdicated their manhood, if tho fires of 
liberty and high aspirations are not to- 
tally extinguished, they will give cor- 
porations to understand that at any and 
every sacrifice they will resist this last

South of Franco railroad scandal, It being 
ollcgccrjhtttanumberof senators, deputies 
aud others have inado largo prollts out of 
the company by fair or unfair moans. 


Ho declared that the good repute of par-
